Continued Examination Under 37 C.F.R. §1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination ("RCE") under 37 C.F.R. §1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1. 17(e), was filed in this on January 6, 2005. This application was under 
a final rejection (the First Final Office Action, mailed July 6, 2004) and is therefore eligible for 
continued examination under 37 C.F.R. §1.114. Because the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality in the previous First Final Office Action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.114. 

Ackno\i?ledgements 

2. In accordance with. the RCE noted above, Applicants' amendment filed October 5, 2004 
has now been entered. Accordingly, claims 1-86 remain pending.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 T"^ Paragraph 

4. The following is a quotation of the 2""* paragraph of 35 U.S.C. §112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, 2"^ paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In view of the nature and scope of Applicants' invention, Applicants present an 
unreasonable number of claims which are repetitious and/or multiplied, the result of which 
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confuses rather than clarifies the claimed subject matter. Therefore, in accordance with MPEP 
§2173.05(n), claims 1-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, 2"^ paragraph based on undue 
multiplicity. 

6. Also in accordance with MPEP §2173.05(n) and on or about January 30, 2005, a 
telephone call was made to Milian Kapadia to request that Applicants select a specified number 
of claims (e.g. 20) for purposes of examination. After the phone call noted above, the Examiner 
had telephonic conversations with various representative(s) of Applicants discussing the undue 
multiplicity rejection. Applicants' representative(s) stated they needed time to consult with 
Applicants and they would get back to the Examiner regarding their choice. 

7. As of the date of this Office Action noted below, Applicants have not complied with the 
Examiner's request for indicating a reasonable number of claims for examination. Because 
Applicants were given more than 30 days to comply, and in accordance with MPEP §2173.05(n), 
the Examiner interprets Applicants' lack of a response as a refusal to respond. 

8. The Examiner respectfiiUy requests Applicants choose approximately 20 claims for 
examination.
